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R Kings were as wiſe and good as their Office re- 
quires them to be, Monarchy, certainly, would 
be the happieſt Form'of Government in the World; 

but ſirice experience tells us they are ike us in all things, 
K ingſbip excepted, and: are'for the moſt part but the 

porfe for Thar, it has been the Wiſdom of all Nations 
$0 take the beſt caution. 'and ſecurity of them for their 
freedoms that they could ger.- This, land many more 
expeccd at the hands of our Sezarors, -after not only the 
barmsof others,but our own might have taught them how 
to make uſe of ſo happy an oppertonity ; but as leſs then 
2a years time has ſhown vs the: vanity of onr hopes 
in them, 1 preſume they are not leſs inſtreted of the 
vanity of their own' in him, it beins; viſible, to all the 
thinking World, that he is - not able -to ſupport him- 


ſelf three Months longer, upon the meaſures he takes; 


berween ' King James and 2 Common-wealth, for one of 
them will be quickly too hard for him, : and-only ene of 
chem can prevent the other.” And becauſe no man has 


had a greater Sence of this Providence then my ſelf,and 


that I have been perticularly converſant with thoſe that 
wentinto this abdicating Intereſt; find tay ſelftouch'd 
In duty and honour to be early and free with them upon 
the Jealoufics that fill my Heart,and the Hearts of many 
good Men, about the prefent ſtate of our affaires. -

only ſafer, bur ſeek another ſtate or change, and that 
ſpcedily./, The faults of Omiſſion are theſe ; they have 
made a King, but have not made it. impoſſible for that 
King to be like the Kings that, went befcr 2: him, he ha-. 
ving the ſame power over the Rights of the People,and 
they lying as open to the mercy and ſtroke of ambition, 
and arbitrary Power as before, which is only changing. 
of Hands,and not Things; Men,and not Meaſures and 
Securities. That: this-1s the caſe, lct it be. conſidered. 
he 1s azaccountable, which contradicts their Principles 
they choſe him upon. . He has-the ſame Power over Par- 
liements that his Predeceſſors:had, which arc accounted 
the are Conſervators of the Peoples freedoms. T heir Elec-. 
Ctions are as inſecure as ever.TheirMeetings as uzcerrain,: 
being neither Tearly, Duenneally nor Trienmally. Neither 
are they Maſters of their own Seſſions, to Adjourn and 

rorogue as they pleaſe. And if-rhey have preparcd the, 
molt vſefni or neceſſary Law in the World, as the caſe. 
now ſtands,” be may refuſe to paſs it, by Prorogning or 

Diſſolving them, which renders the whole Conſtitution 
of Parliaments precarious, and-at his il and Pleaſure, 
Mucb leſs dbes the Parliament nomizate bis Council, or 
is he .oblig*d to at in the. Intervals of Parliaments by 
- the Advice and Approbation of a Council ; but on the 
contrary to theſe Rights and Securities,he can call, pro- 

ue and diffolve Parliaments at pleafure, whoſe very E- 
ections lic as open to Fraud & Violence as ever, Char- 
ters & Corporations being in no better condition-then 
they were. He picks and chuſes his Council : He Names 
all the great Officers of the State, Navy, Army and 

Church, as well as of his Hoſbold; and he abſolntely 
commands the Malitia, as yet, which is having the 
Thole in his Power, for thereby he has a Mortgage 

uptn every man; the Gain or Honour of his Othce 
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That already they have not heen able to keep themſelves 
from the diſtinttaon of Court and Country party, who 
the other day objected it to their Encmies as a Vice in 
Government. This has ſomething in it very abſurd, and 
it reproaches the honeſty or underſtanding of ſome Peg- 
ple, thar when they ſay they can make Kings, they ei- 
ther carr or 6#7/t take care to limit and regulate them 
ro our Safety.: by which means the King, that is made 
by the People, may rule without them, inſtead of roling 
for them, and govern jure divino, though he be created ' 
jurc human, which renders his execution Independent of 
his Commiſſion, and himſelf. in all things impunible. 
We have herein left the Principles that? lead us to leave 
King James, and changed the very meaſures upon which 
we changed the Government. ' We made uſe of Rea" 
publican Reaſons for qur alteration,and, for 61ght I ſeeg 
we go-upon Tory methods to eſtabliſh it. This renders 
our: caſe much worſe-then it was in the time.of Xing 
Charles and King Fames ; in that then we had Kings that 
were ſuſpected, to be ſure not belov?d, and the firft 
not feared from his hamour, and the laſt;at Iſt as little 
apprehended from his Intereſt : But this Gentleman en- 
ters upon the Reputation of Proreſtancy,and has our own 
choice & Reljgion both to blind us,% bind us.Being'thert 
more Popnlar,and not more limited, we are not mnaye ſafe, 
but our Liberties more expoſed - And unleſs ſuch a 
King has irreſifrable Grace, or ſtronger tycs upon him, 
the Reaſons of aur preterring him may be the Inſtances 
of our danges. + Let theſe ſerve as brief hints of the - 
pernitious Omiſſions we have made, about the Conftity- 
tion of our: Government, and give me lerve now to 
point at» eur Sins of Commiſon, | ES 
. Of this ſort the Suſpenſion of the Habeas Corpus a&t will 
cnallange the preference. * .It is what can never be an- 
ſwer'd by us Whiggs, to,ſtab ſuch a Law, nay, our own 
Law three times ſucceſſively.” Ini this the Toryes out- 
wittcd us, for they have humoured us into a contradia 
ian of our own Principles. Next, it has been a dan- 
gerous Error, that ſo many Members of both Houſes 
have ſo faſt and ſo firmly got into Places of Profit. This 
is a Scandal to the .Cauſe, our old Clamours and Pre- 
tentions conſidered ;- and all the World ſees the Infli- 
ence it has had to ſtifle this Reformation in its very 
birth,Suffering ſo many Ferctg7 Troops that are the Mere: 
cinaries of this Prince;to continue amonglt ns,ang more. 
come in upon us, when there are ſo many moderate 
Church-men and Dilſznters, of unqueſtionable valonr- 
and ſincerity,ready to ſerve in their Station, purely for 
the ſake of the Proteſtant Religion and a Nation Inrereſe, 
is. both unjuſt,unwile and uatafe. Ir was likewiſe a fataÞ 
Error to þez buſie in ſending ten or twelve Thonfand 
men into Holland, before we ſent twelve Hundred ints 
treland, which ſhows ſome Body's heart is as Foreign as 
his Birth. Juſt ſo we have done by Sca been. buſie a-! 
bour a Fleet, and careleſs of our Trade, that as a witty 
Member-of the Houſe of Commons ſaid, The Dutch 
have run away with aur Trade, and the French with our 
Ships, notwithſtanding aur Fleet. It is certain they left 
Breſt when they ſhould have ſaid there (by which 
means the French joy.ned their Fleets) & are cone home, 
when there is .moſt uſe of them abroad, whereby ue 
French are left to ſcour our Seas. Mary are employed 
that either do not underſtand their bufineſs, or are not 
in-our Intereſt, becauſe they can give molt Money. Sol-. 
diers, eſpecially, the Datch, have bcen quarter 4 uport, 
private Houſes,and Gentlemen's Seats have not eſcaped 
vem. /Aartial Law has been executed #o Death, befar2 


the Act paſſed. Schombergh ſent too ſoon, ince he went 
ſo late, unleſs he had carried his Horſe and Proviſions 
with him , and while we have entertain'd the World 
with an Opinion that the'ſ-jſþ will not fight, we ar laſt 
decline to fight rhe Jriſh, and have loſt our Army, 

But theſe are little'Errors,and lie remotely, in com- 
pariſcn of ſome that afe& the very center or head, of 
onr Aﬀairs.The King himſclf ſhews vs he is 1njc&es with 
Dominivi, and that by two bread inſtances,Scortand and 
his Miniſters at home. For he has nof only already vi 1t- 
zed the very Furidamentals of the Conſtitution of that 
Kingdom he ſwore to maintain, when he 1Eccived that 
Crown, but-buffs thoſe men of Qual:ty that came uP 
from that Nation to repreſent the breach of thoſe Con- 
ditions upon which he rook the Crown. - And for the 
preſent ZLniſtcrs of bis Government here, the very 
naming of-rhem, is giving the Reaſon, borh for the S1ns 
of Omiſſion and Commiſſion ; And indecd how ſhould we 
hope to have our Liberties eftabliiyd under them, who 
in the Bate Reigns were the Authorsof the Myteries we 
call'd in this Pririce in hopes to br delivered from 3 
and by what we have already ſeen of their manage- 
ment, we muſt conclude they have either a-King 7ames 
in their Eelly, or in their 'Hearts, LANG 
making mere then a King” James of King William. And 
truly they haye carricd him a gaod way towards it, 
when they have made him afraid of prorteCting That 
gallant Gentleman, Lieutenant General Ludlow, becauſe
